“How  if  Mr  Churchill?  ’ * What  of  Win- 
nie*' and  "Is  he  any  better*’'  without  any 
name  spoken,  were  questions  heard  upon 
every  side  in  this  community  and  in  the 
broad  world  outside.  T he  official  answer 
w as  encouraging  A bulletin  issued  through 
t>o,wning  Street  stated-  Mr.  Churchill's  con- 
dition was  improved,  and  that  the  pneu 
monig  had  not  spread  in  the  affected  lung.

The  Bari  Raiii 

All  blows  are  not  on  dne  side  in  a war. 
Thirty  German  bombers  who  slipped  over 
Bari.  Italy,  and  dropped  their  loads  before 
interceptor*  could  reach  them  adminiatered 
a sharp  reverse  to  (he  Allies  at  a liim  about, 
two  w'eeks  ago.  according  to  delayed  reports 
from  Washington  this  week.  Seventeeu 
Allied  merchant  craft  were  hit  and  1.000 
casualties  caused,  according  to  the  Washing- 
ton version.  London  mentioned  twelve  dead 
in  the  raid,  and  repeated  the  Washington 
figures  for  the  vessels  damaged  but  did  not 
state  types. 

In  the  overall  picture,  the  Bari  raid  will 
make  small  difference  to  our  side  in  the  long 
run.  however  tl»e  resultant  loss  is  to  be 
regretted  now.  It  was  a hii-and-run  attack, 
and  as  such  was  over  almost  as  soon  as  it 
was  begun.  Similar  raids  made  by  the  Allies 
on  German  held  ports  along  the  Adriatic, 
the  Dalmatian  Coast  and  in  Greece  are  re- 
ported almost  every  other  day  in  tbe  week. 
Bcvause  the  enemy  air  attack  hit  a blind  spot 
and  gut  through,  some  damage  rcsuliccf.  On 
the  other  hand,  to  call  this  ' the  biggest 
attack  since  Pearl  Harbor " is  ffaitering  the 
enemy,  without  cause. 


INim-,  ftir  Berlin 

Berlin  experienced  its  ninth  concentrated 
aerial  attaxk  of  the  year  r»n  1 huryday  when 
I AOO  tons  of  high  explosive  and  incendiary 
bombs  were  drupfKd  on  areas  in  the  centre 
of  (he  city  by  a large  force  of  Brtish  hr.n-y 
bombers.  Royal  Air  f*'orce  and  Canadian 
1 a neuters  pariicipalcd  in  the  raid,  which 
Air  Ministry  advices  slated  brought  the  total 
weight  of  this  year's  attack  upon  Berlin  to 
more  than  IS, 000  tons  of  bombs.  Huge 
fires  were  created  by  the  attack,  and  were 
seen  hours  later  when  reconnaissance  planes 
crtwwd  the  target  area  to  check  on  the  dam- 
age done.  1 hirty  planes,  including  four  Ca- 
nadian. were  reported  missing 

As  before,  the  German  defences  lighted 
the  flare  path  to  (he  capital,  hoping  to  sil- 
houette the  attacking  machines.  On  this  oc- 
casion. however,  clouds  drifted  over  the  city 
and  its  approaches,  anxi  the  searchlights  were 
largely  discounted  The  bomber  force  was 
not  detailed  numerically,  but  trom  the  load 
earned  it  must  have  been  in  the  neighbor 
hood  ol  800  aircraft,  nearly  all  of  which 
went  through  to  their  assigned  targets  with- 
out deflection.

Berlin  has  now  been  bombed  nine  times 
in  1943.  and  seven  limes  within  the  last  two 
and  a half  monih.r.  The  last  attack  was  on 
the  night  of  December  2.  when  1.500  tons 
of  bombs  were  laid  on  fires  still  burning 
from  previous  raids.  Typically  the  Cierman 
propaganda  called  (his  week's  atta..k  a ter- 
ror raid.  ’ but  who  siarteif  this  ‘ terror  "' 
Cierman  telegraph  and  teleplmne  services 
were  suspended  for  hours,  and  gauleiters 
worked  overtime  to  prevent  any  word  of 
the  exact  damage  getting  out,  Berliners,  ol 
course,  know  they  are  being  bombed,  and 
after  nine  raids  they  must  also  know  why.
